In the operation of Town government during 1974, the Select- 
men have tried to deal realistically with the economic problems 
presented by the continued upward trend of inflation. In many 
areas, such as labor negotiations and purchased services and com- 
modities, this has proved to be not only difficult, but has once 
again forced re-evaluation of priority lists to determine the 
most essential items as opposed to items which can be postponed 
to another year. A review of the Town Meeting Minutes reveals 
how the Townspeople reacted to some of the challenges faced in 
1974. 


After many months of negotiations between the Town and the 
Brothers of the Sacred Heart, a price for purchase of the prop- 
erty on East Foxboro Street and a strip of beachfront was agreed 
upon and Town Meeting approved the purchase. Papers were passed 
on December 26 and the Town took possession. Federal funds for 
the purchase of the property (except the dormitory buidding and 
approximately two and one half acres of land around it), for 
demolition of the old school building, and for initial improve- 
ments to some of the recreational facilities were applied for and 
granted. A Sacred Heart Building (Study) Committee was appoint- 
ed to investigate possible Town uses for the dormitory building. 
When the Committee has completed its study and reported to the 
Selectmen, recommendations will be made and articles inserted in 
the Warrant for Town Meeting consideration. 


A very important and beneficial addition to the Town's water 
supply system was gained when Town Meeting approved the expen- 
diture of $12,500 for water main construction in Wolomolopoag 
Street. This figure represents the difference between the in- 
stallation cost of an eight-inch and a twelve-inch water line be- 
ing laid at the expense of Indel Trust, developers of a cluster 
subdivision at Wolomolopoag and Furnace Streets. The Town thus 
gained, at very nominal cost, some 6,000 feet of twelve-inch 
water main in an area vital to the long-range water system im- 
provement plan, and which would eventually have had to be com- 
pleted at taxpayers' expense. 


State construction of the Wolomolopoag Street railroad bridge 
was completed and the bridge opened to traffic in December. This 
eliminated the only railroad grade crossing remaining in Sharon. 
At the request of the Town, the Massachusetts Department of 
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Public Works made an inspection of the Maskwonicut Street rail- 
road bridge. It was found to be in need of both replacement 
stringers and decking and was closed to all traffic until such 
time as the State is able to make necessary repairs. 


Labor negotiations were conducted with the Sharon Police Asso- 
ciation throughout the year with no contract settlement being 
reached. Mediation was unsuccessful, and factfinding procedures 
were commenced. These have not yet been completed. If, at their 
conclusion, an impasse still exists, the next step will be com- 
pulsory arbitration. 


Two areas where new regulations were adopted were traffic and 
animal control. Revised Traffic Rules and Orders drawn by the 
Board were approved by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works and were published, as required by law, in the local news- 
paper. Animal Control Regulations were also adopted and adver- 
tised. They became effective in December. (See index for text 
of these Regulations. ) 


A comprehensive study of the Town's current insurance program 
was approved and is presently being undertaken. This study will 
evaluate the insurance presently held by the Town, with determin- 
ations of its adequacy and relative expense. Also, the Selectmen 
voted to advance hospital, surgical, and medical insurance for 
Town employees to Master Medical level. 


Highlight of the year's activities was the colorful centennial 
birthday celebration held for Dr. Walter A. Griffin. This event, 
which received nation-wide attention, brought acclaim to the 
State's - and perhaps the Nation's - oldest practicing physician, 
as well as pleasure to all who attended and pride to the Town.

MISCELLANEOUS 


The Fireman's Association Scholarship of $200 was awarded to Miss

Drills were held at the Sharon Manor Nursing Home with the full 
staff taking part in extinguishing bedroom-type fires; alsodrills 
were held at each school according to State Law. In-service in- 
spection was done by on-duty men, each shift going to different 
shopping centers and schools. 


Groups of school children from all grades visited the station to 
be shown the equipment for fighting fires.

FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 


About 6,400 feet of underground cable was added to the system, 

and 5,000 feet of high line and five new alarm boxes added. The 
new apartments in the Square and on Pond Street are all equipped 
with full Fire Alarm protection which was installed by the owner. 


Beginning January 1, 1975, the new State Life Safety Code re- 
quires that all buildings, including one and two-family dwellings 
have fire alarms installed (with the approval of the Fire Depart- 
ment). 


Tree trimming, replacement of cross-arms and pins, and wires, box 
checks - all such maintenance contributed to keeping the entire 
Town protected. 


OPERATIONAL RECORD 


Total Fire Calls - 845 (127 Box Alarms and 718 Still Alarms) 

62 Oil burner permits, 21 blasting permits and 1 fireworks permit 
were issued. Fortunately there were no deaths attributable to 
either fire or drowning.

During 1974, three hundred twenty-nine auto accidents were 
reported - two less than in 1973. Of these, three hundred fif- 
teen were reported to the Registry of Motor Vehicles as required 
by Chapter 90, Section 26 of the General Laws; eighty-three 
claimed personal injury and property damage; two hundred twenty- 
seven claimed property damage only; five claimed personal injury 
only. The remaining fourteen were minor accidents. Of the 329 
accidents, 65 occurred on North and South Main Streets - 22 less 
than in 1973. Following in importance was Route 95 and the in- 
terchanges of Route 1 and South Main Street where 54 mishaps oc- 
curred - 9 more than 1973. There were two motor vehicle fatali- 
ties resulting from these accidents. One was a bicycle accident 
and the other a hit-and-run pedestrian accident. 
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One hundred fifty-three accidents occurred between the hours 
of 12 noon and 8 P.M., and 68 between the hours of 8 PM and 12 
midnight; Friday, Saturday and Sunday were the most dangerous, 
when 160 accidents occurred. Off-the-road accidents were the 
leading type, totalling 131 - more than one-third of the total. 
Sideswipes were second with a total of 80, and rear-end colli- 
sions followed with 57. As a result of these figures, all motor- 
ists are cautioned to be especially alert when driving on North 
and South Main Streets, when using Route 95 and its interchanges, 
and in particular at the other locations noted above. 


The Department responded to four hundred thirty-eight emer- 
gency ambulance calls for transportation of patients to and from 
the various hospitals. 


In September, the Department received final Civil Service 
certification for five patrolmen. This ended an uncertainty of 
almost three years' duration, as appointment procedures were ar- 
gued in the State and Federal Courts. Provisional Officers Rob- 
ert Carroll, George Coleman, Clifford Keeling, and Sidney Pratt 
were hired to permanent positions. In addition, Officer Joseph 
Pizzi was employed to bring the total to five. These officers 
are now serving their probationary periods and most should com- 
plete their required basic training during this time. 


In November, Officers Clifford Keeling and Robert Carroll at- 
tended and graduated from the Brockton Police Academy. This 
school, sponsored by the Massachusetts Criminal Justice Training 
Council, trained the new officers in all phases of police work 
during a three-month period. In addition, during evening hours, 
these same officers were trained as Emergency Medical Technicians 
in an eighty-one hour course sponsored through the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts and Norwood Hospital. This course, which was 
completed in December, qualifies the officers as certified per- 
sonnel on ambulance work. Present plans are to continue this pro- 
gram and include all personnel. 


In-service training has continued with the Department using 
four outside colleges as training resources. Presently, we have 
seventeen officers in degree programs relating to law enforce- 
ment, the major tuition expense being covered by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Department training sessions continue with officers re- 
ceiving training in Advance First Aid and Emergency Care, a course 
of about forty hours of instruction. This qualified members of 
the Department as required by Chapter 111, Massachusetts General 
Laws. Additional Department training sessions covered classes 
on criminal law and firearms training under both day and night 
conditions. 


This was our third year of an intensive selective enforce- 
ment program on traffic violations. Our figures show comparable 
totals to the past year with the number of accidents remaining 
about the same. Again, we were fortunate with excellent weather 
conditions, a factor which is reflected in the accident total. A 
further emphasis on the national speed limit of 55 miles per hour 
should aid again in this respect. ' 


Housebreaks continue to be the leading property offense in 


our community. Sharon is no exception - F.B.I. figures show in- 
creases in all suburban areas. We again solicit public coopera- 
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tion by asking that citizens report suspicious circumstances that 
warrant investigation. Breaks in the daytime are most prevalent, 
sometimes occurring during short absences of the homeowner. 


The Department cooperated to the fullest extent with the Mas- 
sachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles, the Massachusetts Safety 
Council, and the Massachusetts Department of Public Safety on 
traffic safety. Officer Stephen Metrickhas entered his fifth year 
as our Safety Officer, giving instruction at all levels in our 
public schools. Emphasis has been in the areas of pedestrian 
safety and the operation of bicycles. Present plans are to con- 
tinue the Washington, D.C. safety trip, the same made possible 
with the financial aid of our business establishments. Officer 
Metrick is a member of the Massachusetts Safety Officers League 
and attends all meetings to keep abreast of training and instruc- 
tional procedures. 


An active member in the Massachusetts Chief's of Police As- 
sociation, Chief Horan is on the Advisory Committee to the Attor- 
ney General on Drug Abuse, and also serves on its F.B.I. commit- 
tee. 


The Sharon Special Police (Auxiliary) are an active group 
with participation and assistance to the regular force when nec-— 
essary. We are extremely fortunate to have this dedicated group 
serving the Town on a voluntary basis without compensation. As- 
sistance at large functions, such as July 4th, Town Meeting, etc., 
is invaluable. 


The Department received eight thousand six hundred and five 
recorded telephone calls requesting information and registering 
complaints. Communications from the Registry of Motor Vehicles 
reported forty-five licenses as suspended or revoked. Service 
on three hundred eighty-four outside summonses and warrants was 
made.

1974 brought new laws and responsibilities to the Weights 
and Measures official. The enforcement of the States' new unit- 
pricing law was extended to Sealers and Inspectors of Weights & 
Measures with authority to insure compliance with the new Statute 
effective August 23, 1974. 


The fuel oil crisis brought about a vigorous inspection pro- 
gram to insure protection to the consumer as well as to the re- 
tailer of gasoline and fuel oil. 


The Sealer assisted the Water Department in setting up a 
calibrating and testing system in order for that Department to 
test and calibrate water meters throughout Sharon. 


All business establishments within the Town under the juris- 
diction of this Department were visited and all weighing and 
measuring devices used were inspected and sealed. The following 
is a list of devices tested and sealed during 1974:

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VETERANS’ SERVICES 
WILLIAM B. KEATING, DIRECTOR 


In 1974, this Department processed twenty-six cases involv- 
ing Veterans of the Mexican Border, World Wars I and II, the Ko- 
rean Conflict and Vietnam. The sum of $8,438.59 was expended in 
cash grants for food, shelter, and clothing or for payment of 
hospital, medical, fuel bills and other necessary expenses. Ben- 
efiting were thirty-eight adults and thirty children. It is ex- 
pected that the Town will be reimbursed one half of this amount 
by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Many Veterans and their dependents sought assistance from 
this office in processing forms for other Veterans' benefits, 
such as pensions, bonuses, burial expenses, grave markers, educa- 
tional allotments, home loans, etc. In many cases, the securing 
of hospitalization, pensions, Social Security Disability and 
other benefits have greatly reduced payments made through this 
office. 


Acting as Registrar for Local Board 120 of the Selective 
Service System, 122 young men were registered. All 18-year old 
males must register for the draft within a period of 30 days pri- 
or to, or 30 days after their eighteenth birthdays. 


The Office of Veterans' Services is on the second floor of 
the Town Office Building. Hours are from 7 - 9 P.M., on Monday. 
Tuesday and Thursday evenings; and Saturday mornings from 9 A.M. 
to 12 noon. 


VETERANS’ GRAVES Willtam B. Keattng, Graves Officer 


Affidavits received by this office show that 42 Veterans 
were buried in Sharon during the past year. Thirty-nine of them 
were buried at Sharon Memorial Park, and three at Rock Ridge. 


All known Veterans' graves located in Sharon have been vis- 
ited by the Graves Officer. All were found to be suitably kept 
and cared for as required by State Law. Memorial Day services 
were held in the customary manner of honoring veterans of all 
wars. 


Appreciation is extended to the members of Sharon Post, Am- 
erican Legion and Veterans of Foreign Wars who gave of their time 
and effort to make sure that every grave was decorated with a 
plant and the United States flag.

Forty-seven deaths occurred within Sharon, twenty-one of 
whom were out-of-town residents temporarily residing as patients 
at the Sharon Manor Nursing Home. 


A total of $1356.50 was received and turned over to the Town 
Treasurer covering fees for camp licenses, licenses to operate a 
Swimming pool (public), rabies clinic, licenses to stable horses, 
store and truck licenses to sell milk and oleomargarine, and food 
service licenses. 


The reported cases of communicable diseases were: 
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RABIES CLINIC 


The Rabies Clinic was held March 23, 1974. A total of 178 
dogs were inoculated and $356.00 in fees were collected. This 
Clinic continues to be successful, much of the credit due to the 
volunteers who assist in the project. 


PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


Under the Board of Health, the Public Health Nursing program 
provides skilled nursing care to the residents of Sharon. 


The policy of the Home Health Care Agency stipulates that 
residents who need skilled nursing obtain a written order from 
their physician. Nursing fees are $5.00 for an office visit and 
$10.00 for a home visit, depending on yearly cost study. Medi- 
cal supplies are paid for by the patient on a cost basis. 


Other skilled services which may be required (i.e., physical 
and speech therapy) are provided by Norwood Hospital through con- 
tract with the Sharon Board of Health. The Public Health Nursing 
program is also involving itself with Mental Health, working with 
Medfield State Hospital. 


The Board maintains an agreement for part-time supervision 
to be extended to the public health nurses of Sharon. The pur- 
pose of supervision is to assist the staff in continuing personal 
and professional development so they might discover increasingly 
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effective ways of providing skilled and relevant community health 
hursing services to the residents of Sharon. 


During 1974, Sharon's public health nurses have carried a 
challenging and varied caseload, providing residents with a con- 
tinuity of skilled nursing care. In addition to seventeen home 
health agencies in Massachusetts who initiated a Patient Summary 
Record in 1974, Sharon will join thirty communities to partici- 
pate, beginning on January 1, 1975, in the use of the Record to 
obtain a statistical profile of all morbidity cases admitted and 
discharged during 1975. This project is being carried out through 
the Office of Health Planning and Statistics, Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health. It is hoped that the summary data ob- 
tained as a result will provide the Board of Health with valuable 
feedback in relation to the need for and delivery of health care 
services in the community. 


A continued liaison exists between the Board of Health and 
Norwood Hospital, the Public Health Nursing Coordinator there be- 
ing Ann McManus, R.N. This collaborative relationship promotes 
effective referrals between health care agencies, resulting in 
improved planning for continuity of nursing services for patients 
and their families. 


The Norfolk-Bristol Home Health Services, Inc., a non-profit 
corporation, has been providing homemaker/home aide service to 19 
towns, including Sharon, since May 1973. They have provided 1483 
hours of service on 17 cases, to Sharon residents since 1973. By 
October 1974, Home Health Services, Inc. had trained six aides 
from Sharon. The Public Health Nurses extend supervision, teach- 
ing and evaluation to the home health aides through contractual 
agreement. 


Homemaker/Home Health Aide trainees are being actively re- 
cruited. No prior experience is needed. The free training pro- 
gram consists of 45 hours over a three-week time. Interested 
persons should call the Board of Health Office for further infor- 
mation.

The Board of Health recently received an advisory letter re- 
defining the law which pertains to tuberculosis screening of 
school personnel. "It was clearly intended that §.55, C.71, as 
amended by the Acts of 1964, should apply to all persons in 
school or college in contact with children and young persons. 

The law embraces all school personnel, however infrequent the 
contact with students, and not just those in the classrooms." 
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This law, which includes unpaid volunteers, part-time em- 
ployees, and non-teaching staff was designed to protect school 
children. The Board of Health strongly urges that all persons in 
the schools, however briefly employed, should be of known tuber- 
culin status, since testing can be done by school and public 
health nurses at no charge to the recipient.

The Sanitarian's program consists of the following: 


1. Supervision of school cafeteria food service practices 
made routinely throughout the year. The School Department has 
been most cooperative in working with the Health Department, and 
as a result, our children receive wholesome food prepared and 
served in a healthful environment. 


2. All milk and cream sold in the Town continues to be 
checked for bacteriological quality. Any problems are brought to 
the attention of the milk producer and/or store proprietor and 
immediate corrective action taken. 


3. Close bacteriological supervision of the Lakefront and 
inspection of the refreshment stand. 


4. Prior to the opening of the camping season, all camps 
located in the Town were visted to determine compliance of these 
facilities with the State Sanitary Code, Article IV. Visits were 
also made to the camps during the season to ensure continuation 
of these sanitation standards, including the testing of eating 
utensils for proper sanitization. 


5. The Town drinking water at Stations 3, 4 and 5 are 
checked weekly for bacteriological quality. Chemical tests are 
done as required. 


6. Eating utensil examinations are made in all food estab- 
lishments monthly. 


7. All retail food establishments are checked for confor- 
mance with the State Retail Sanitary Code. 


8. All complaints made to the Board of Health were investi- 
gated and resolved.

The primary function of the Public Health Advisory Board is 
that of liaison between the public and the Board of Selectmen, 
fulfilling a professional back-up to the Board pertaining to mat- 
ters of general health. 


In its advisory capacity, the Board at various times this 
year met with Health Agent Mr. Bamber, the Lake Management Com- 
mittee, Nurses Mrs. Burns and Mrs. MacDougall, and Sanitarian Dr. 
Jack Lapuck, to discuss possible and/or probable health problems 
affecting the Town. 


During its tenure, the Public Health Advisory Board has 
strived to maintain for the Town the very highest possible level 
of health standards. 


As the years have passed, the Town has increased its popula- 
tion and the complexities of providing and maintaining a high 
standard for health conditions has grown. With the advent of in- 
creasing Medicare, Medicaid, Federal health programs, the Town is 
forced into expanding services and additional supervisory person- 
nel as requirements necessary for reimbursement for services ren- 
dered in these categories. The standards of service and facili- 
ties are determined at higher levels and passed down to the health 
departments in various towns. 
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TOWN OF SHARON REGULATION FOR CONTROL OF ANIMALS 


The Board of Health of the Town of Sharon, acting under the authority of 
Sections 31, 122, 143, and 155 of Chapter 111 of the General Laws, and amend- 
ments and addittons thereto, and by any other powers thereto enabling, and in 
accordance therewith have, in the interest of and for the preservation of the 
public health, duly made and adopted, on October 17, 1974, the following reg- 
ulations for the control of animals in the Town of Sharon: 


1. Definitions 
(a) Approving Authority - shall be the Board of Health. 
(b) Stable - a building in which domestic animals are 
sheltered or fed. 


2. No person shall keep or allow to be kept in any building or 
on any premises of which he may be the owner, lessee, tenant or 
occupant, any horses, cows, goats, sheep, swine or other domesti- 
cated farm animals, or poultry without a permit from the Board of 
Health. Such a permit may be granted at the discretion of the 
Board and shall not be transferable. All permits shall expire 
annually on December 31, and any permit may be revoked by the 
Board at any time for cause. 


3. The owner, lessee, tenant or occupant of any building or 
premises in which horses, cows, goats, sheep, poultry or swine 
are kept shall keep the buildings and premises clean and free 
from manure, decaying food, filth, dirt and stagnant water. All 
buildings and all pens so used shall be disinfected and kept in 
such condition as may be ordered by the Board of Health or the 
Animal Inspector. 


4. No poultry house or yard shall be located within fifty (50) 
feet of any dwelling, nor within fifty (50) feet of any adjoining 
lot line, nor within fifty (50) feet of any street, without spec- 
jial.permissionsof, the,.Board). 

| The number of animals or fowl that may be kept in any build- 
ing or enclosure or premises may be determined by the Board of 
Health and established by the permit it grants for Keeping same. 
Live fowl shall be confined at all times and shall not be per- 
mitted tomruns aty large, 


©o. No person shall keep horses, cows, sheep, goats or other do- 
mesticated farm animals or swine on land containing less than 
30,000 square feet. 


6. Each stall shall be of an adequate size so that any horses 
shall have room to comfortably lie down or stand up, and shall 
have air space equal to one thousand cubic feet for each animal. 


7. Any person who proposes to remodel a building or a portion 
thereof which is being used as a stable, or who proposes to reno- 
vate any existing stable, or who proposes to construct a-new 
building which is to be used in whole or in part as a stable 
shall, prior to such remodeling, renovating or construction, sub- 
mit plans in duplicate to the Board of Health for approval. The 
requirements of the Board shall be complied with before a permit 
shall be issued. Before construction shall commence, a building 
permit shall be obtained from the Building Inspector, to whom the 
permit from the Board of'Health shall be exhibited. 
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8. (a) Each stall in the stable shall be provided with adequate 
drainage so as to remain dry and clean in a manner satisfac- 
tory to the Board of Health. 


(b) No manure shall be kept or stored in any manner likely 
to attract flies, or create a health hazard, and shall be 
removed from the premises as often as may be required by the 
Board of Health. 


(c) In fly-breeding seasons, manure shall be periodically 
treated with chemicals for fly control. Any chemical ap- 
proved for such use by the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
shall suffice. 


(d) All flooring in any stable shall be acceptable to the 
Board of Health and meet with the acceptance of the Massa- 
chusetts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 


(e) All stables shall be adequately ventilated. 


(f) Each stable shall be located on land with good drainage 
and not susceptible to flooding. 


(g) No stable shall be located within fifty (50) feet of any 
dwelling other than the dwelling of the owner, tenant, les- 

see, or occupant, nor within fifty (50) feet of any adjoin- 

ing lot line nor within fifty (50) feet of any street, with- 
out special permission from the Board of Health. 


9. There shall be an initial fee of five dollars ($5.00) for a 
permit for the keeping of any animals or fowl covered by these 
regulations. Thereafter, there shall be a fee of five dollars 
($5.00) annually. 


10. A fee of five dollars ($5.00) shall accompany any applica- 
tion to the Board of Health for approval of remodeling, renovat- 
ing or reconstructing a stable. 


11. The death of any animal mysteriously or suddenly, except by 
accident, and without being attended by a veterinarian must be 
reported to the Board of Health or Animal Inspector immediately. 
In no case shall an animal be disposed of until released by the 
Board of Health or a state veterinarian. 


12. A stable shall not be occupied until the above requirements 
have been complied with and written permission in the form of a 
permit from the Board of Health is obtained. The Board of Health 
or its agents, including the Animal Inspector, shall be permitted 
to inspect a stable without prior notice to determine if these 
regulations are being observed. 


13. Any person who violates any provisions of the above regula- 
tions, or a regulation or order made thereunder, penalty for which 
is not otherwise provided by law, shall be punished by a fine of 
twenty dollars ($20.00) for each day such a violation continues. 


14. Any change in ownership or possession of any animal or fowl 


covered by these regulations shall require a new permit for the 
keeping thereof. 
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INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 
EDWIN S. LITTLE, INSPECTOR 


During December, 1974, the following animals and the condi- 
tions under which they are kept, were inspected: 6 goats, 8 sheep, 
29 dairy cattle, 5 beef cattle, 164 horses, 30 ponies, 1 donkey. 


A total of 23 dogs were quarantined for a period of ten days 
each for biting.

A total of 1,396 complaints were received and acted upon in 
1974. Of this number, it was necessary to prosecute 86 dog own- 
ers in District Court for violation of the Dog Control Law. 


A total of 20 dog owners were prosecuted for not having 
their dogs properly licensed. For the above violations, $765.00 
in fines and fees was collected and turned over to the proper 
authorities. 


Most of the 165 dogs reported as lost were found and re- 
turned to their owners. 154 stray dogs were picked up and de- 
stroyed after the mandatory seven-day waiting period. 


Fifteen dogs were sold to private individuals and $45.00 
was thus collected and turned over to the Town Treasurer. 


GENERAL LAWS. CHAPTER 140, SECTION 137 - LICENSES AND TAGS 


A person who at the commencement of a license period is, or 
who during any license period becomes, the owner or keeper of a 
dog three months old or over which is not duly licensed, and the 
owner or keeper of a dog when it becomes three months old during 
a license period, shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed until the end of such license period, and 
the owner or keeper of a dog so registered, numbered, described 
and licensed during any license period, in order to own or keep 
such dog after the beginning of the succeeding license period, 
shall before the beginning thereof, cause it to be registered, 
numbered, described and licensed for such period. 


FEE FOR LICENSES: The fee for every license shall, except as 
otherwise provided, be three dollars for a male dog and six dol- 
lars for a female dog, unless a certificate of a registered vet- 
erinarian who performed the operation that said female dog has 
been spayed and has thereby been deprived of the power of propa- 
gation has been shown to the Town Clerk, in which case the fee 
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shall be three dollars. If the Town Clerk is satisfied that the 
certificate of the veterinarian who spayed the dog cannot be ob- 
tained, he may accept in lieu thereof a statement signed under 
the penalties of perjury by a veterinarian registered and prac- 
ticing in the Commonwealth, describing the dog and stating that 
he has examined such dog and that it appears to have been, and 

in his opinion has been, spayed and thereby deprived of the power 
of propagation. 


RABIES VACCINATIONS: Whoever is the owner or keeper of a dog 
Six months of age or older shall cause such dog to be vaccinated 
against rabies by a licensed veterinarian using a vaccine ap- 
proved by the Department of Public Health. 

Unvaccinated dogs acquired or brought into the Commonwealth 
Shall be vaccinated within thirty days after acquisition or entry 
into the Commonwealth or upon reaching the age of six months, 
whichever comes later. 

Vaccinated dogs shall be revaccinated periodically in accor- 
dance with rules and regulations adopted and promulgated by the 
Department of Public Health. 

Whoever violates the provisions of this Section shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than fifty dollars. 


TOWN OF SHARON DOG CONTROL LAW ("LEASH LAW") 


No person shall permit a dog owned or kept by him beyond the 
confines of the property of the owner or keeper unless the dog is 
held firmly on a leash or is under the control of its owner, 
keeper or his agent. As used in this section, the term "control" 
Shall include, but shall not be limited to, oral or visual com- 
mands to which the dog is obedient.

Policy: The Library obtained a membership card to the Museum of 
Science which is available to families in Sharon. Many residents 
took advantage of the opportunity to visit the museum free-of- 
charge during the past year. 


In conjunction with a subscription to the New York Times-on- 
microfilm, the Microfilming Corporation of America gave the Li- 
brary a microfilm reader as a gift. 


Maintenance & Repair: A yew hedge was planted around both sides 
of the main entrance and the lawn was reconditioned. 


By necessity, a burglar alarm was installed (it is connected 
with Police Headquarters). 


State Aid: Sharon's Library received $4600 in State Aid in 1974. 
This aid (to qualifying libraries) is based on 37#¢ per capita, 
using the 1970 census figures. To qualify, a Library must have a 
State registered librarian on the staff, and expend at least $6 
per capita for library services. In Sharon, it has been the 
practice to deduct State Aid money from the funds appropriated at 
Town Meeting for operation of the Library. 


Professional Meetings: The meeting of the Massachusetts Library 
Trustees' Association was held in November in Newton, and was at- 
tended by a number of Trustees. 


Historical Collection: Inventory of the historical collection 
proceeded smoothly and is now virtually complete. A small cannon 
found in Sharon is presently on loan to the Library. 


Gifts: A great many gifts (books or money) were made and are 
gratefully acknowledged here: Fortnightly Club of Sharon; Ameri- 
can Heritage Group of Fortnightly Club of Sharon; Southeastern 
Chapter of Massachusetts Heart Association; Kendall Whaling Muse- 
um.

| The only staff change occurred at the end of August, when 
Janice Cannon resigned to accept another position. She was re- 
placed by Elizabeth Williams. 


When the new minimum wage law was announced, it was a blow 
to the budget to learn that the Pages came under this law and had 
to be paid an increase retroactive to May 1, 1974. On January l, 
1975, there will be another increase. 


Three story hours a week were conducted by Mr. Quartarone. 
Registration for each group was limited to thirty - a larger num- 
ber than can be efficiently and conveniently handled, but atten- 
dance fluctuates. In addition, Mr. Quartarone showed a number of 
films borrowed through the Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library 
System. Some were for the Story Hours and others were for older 
children. 


With a large corps of fifth and sixth grade volunteers help- 
ing, a pet show was held on the lawn in June. Dogs, cats, rab- 
bits, gerbils and a number of birds "attended"! 


A Hallowe'en party was given for a large number of pre- 
schoolers, first and second-graders, again with a group of very 
helpful volunteers assisting. 


The Library enjoys a pleasant relationship with the Public 
Schools. Several classes visited the Children's Library, and 
children from the School for Creative Learning made weekly visits 
when their school was,in session. 





| Mr. Leonard Greenfield and Mrs. Elaine Shreiber brought their 
sixth-grade classes for instruction in the use of the Library and 
its materials. Several visits were made and much work was accom- 
plished by the students. 


The Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library System's Book- 
mobile made no visits during 1974, but deposits of books were re- 
ceived from time to time. These helped to augment our collection 


The Library enjoyed daily delivery service (with a conse- 
quent savings of postage) from the Thomas Crane Public Library in 
Quincy. Last year, 757 requests were made and in addition, 137 
films were borrowed, 67 of which were shown in the Children's Room 
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The Staff attended meetings of the Massachusetts Library 
Association, as well as meetings in specialized areas, including 
the Young Adult Book Reviewing Group, the Sandwich Club for Chil- 
dren's Librarians (to which the Sharon Library played host in 
April), and the Greater Boston Public Library Directors' Group.

On August 29, 1974, the Secretary of the Commonwealth, as 
Chairman of the Massachusetts Historical Commission, was informed 
by the United States Park Service (Department of the Interior) 
that Cobb's Tavern is now listed in the National Register of His- 
toric Places. 


The National Register is the official schedule of the na- 
tion's cultural property worth saving. Being listed in this Reg- 
ister affords a high degree of protection against damage from 
projects involving federal funding. 


Cobb's Tavern is also included in an Historic American Buil- 
ding Survey conducted in 1938 and deposited in the Library of 
Congress. 


The Historical Commission is working closely with the Amer- 
ican Revolution Bicentennial Committee in supplying historical 
information needed to develop projects and celebration plans for 
our nation's 200th birthday activities. The work includes a list 
of old houses with the name of the original owner and date of 
construction so that suitable plaques may be prepared for attach- 
ment to the houses, as well as historical information on build- 
ings and sites so signs might be erected to tell the story of our 
heritage. 


Much research into the history of Sharon is being done by 
our Secretary and other members of the Commission in connection 
with bicentennial activities including the History being prepared 
by a Bicentennial Subcommittee. 


Several members of this Commission are also members of the 
Bicentennial Committee, thus facilitating liaison activities con- 
siderably.

Early in 1974, Sharon was designated as a "Bicentennial Com- 
munity' and ceremonies were held for the presentation of the of- 
ficial Bicentennial flag which now flies at the Town Hall. 


A design contest was held for two commemorative medals - one 
submission to be of Deborah Sampson and the other to be of a can-— 
non. The reverse side of these coins was to be the Town seal and 
therefore designs were not solicited for that side. Deborah Samp— 
son, of course, was the only female Revolutionary War soldier and 
Sharon was her home after the War. The cannon to be depicted on 
the other coinwas to commemorate the historical fact that the lst 
cannon used in the War was cast here in Sharon. The winner of 

the competition was Mrs. Constance Steere and she was awarded two 


United States Savings bonds. 


On June 13, the Selectmen issued a proclamation reactivating 
the Sharon Militia for the purpose of participating in Sharon's 
Bicentennial celebrations. A Company was formed, officers elec- 
ted (Edward Roach, Captain), By-Laws adopted, and the Company ac- 
cepted into membership of the Council of Minutemen. Good recruit- 
ing progress was made (including two females), and equipping the 
members begun. The Company meets twice a month and NEW MEMBERS 
ARE WELCOME! 


Chandler Jones represented Sharon as a delegate to Milton to 
commemorate the signing of the Suffolk Resolves. Sharon's origi- 
nal delegates were Job Swift and Elijah Hewins. 


Friends of the Bicentennial were formed with John Herburger 
as Chairman. They are now soliciting ads for the Tourist Guide 
Map. They are also making plans for the sale of commemorative 
coins along with other events. Funds thus obtained can be used 
by the official Committee to gain matching funds from the State 
and federal governments to help defray expenses of the program. 


An up-to-date history of the Town is being prepared and 
plans are for a January, 1976, sale of the book. The Sharon 
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Historical Commission (some of whose members are also members of 
this Committee) has been of inestimable help with this as well as 
with other areas of our history. 


Clubs and organizations throughout Sharon responded well to 
our solicitations for participation and it is expected they will 
be involved in the planned programs throughout 1975 and 1976. 


On of the first events planned for 1975 is a re-enactment 
of an early Town Meeting during the April 1975 Annual Town Meet- 
ing. In May, plaques will be affixed to historic buildings and 
sites. Matching funds from the Massachusetts Bicentennial Com- 
mission are expected to partially pay for these plaques. 


Future plans include the search for a building as a museum, 
development of a portion of Old Post Road as a park and picnic 
site, and hopefully, development of the original site of the can- 
non foundry as a park. 


Robert Levy, Chairman of our active Publicity Subcommittee, 
keeps Sharonites informed of present activities and reminds them 
of the past events which helped mold our country. 


We gratefully welcome participation of all citizens who care 
about Sharon - its past - and its future.

The Council continued to study the needs of the elderly and 
to adapt its programs to those needs so far as resources made it 
possible to do so. Transportation - the principal need of our 
elderly citizens - has been taken care of for the most part 
through the use of the Rodman Motors bus. For recreational pur- 
poses, other buses were hired. 


The high point of the 1974 activities was the show "Seniors 
on the Go" which played to capacity audiences for two nights at 
the High School auditorium and then made a special appearance in 
the Town of Marlboro for the entertainment of ex-Sharonite (and 
ex-member of this Council), Jim Pirie's group. The show provided 
sufficient revenue not only to pay for the costs of production, 
but also to create a small fund to permit expansion of the recre-— 
ational program beyond the limits of the Town appropriation. For 
the success of this show, the Council is deeply indebted to Pat | 
Dutton, whose skills and cheerfully untiring efforts made it pos— 
sible. A similar show, also under Pat's direction, is already in 
rehearsal for 1975. | 


An experiment in the introduction of educational classes at 
the Drop-In Center was so successful that a continuation and ex- 
pansion is planned for 1975. The courses are offered by arrange- 
ment with the Public School Department. 


The Rodman bus, which had been provided gratuitously for two 
days a week for the past several years, was reduced to one day a 
week as of December 1 in order to enable Mr. Rodman to extend the 
service to other towns in his sales area. Since this reduction 
in use was inadequate to service the established schedules, and 
aS the rental of sufficient additional buses would be too costly, 
the Council decided to act on the authorization of the 1971 Town 
Meeting and purchase a bus. Having our own bus will provide much 
greater flexibility in the scheduling of activities. It is ex- 
pected to be in service by January 1, 1975, at which time Mr. Rod- 
man will withdraw the free bus completely. The Council expresses 
its appreciation to Rodman Ford for the bus and driver provided 
gratis for the past three years. 





Changes in the Council organization included the introduc- 
tion of a new member, Reverend Richard Leidberg, pastor of the 
Congregational Church, and the departure of George Gogan who had 
handled the Senior Citizen's telephone since its inauguration. 
Three volunteers now divide that phone service - Mildred Sullivan, 
Harriet Michaelman and Becky Cooper.

) The Chairman and other members of the Council have been in 
communication with State and National Agencies and organizations 
as well as with other Councils on Aging, in order to keep abreast 
of developments and concepts in the care of elderly persons. Of 
particular interest in this area is the recently opened Norwood 
Hospital Area Health Center at 33 Mechanic Street in Foxboro. It 
is staffed to provide care for minor emergencies and will furnish 
transportation to and from the Center for persons unable to get 
there alone. 


Most of the Council programs have taken place through the 
Sharon Recreation Department and we are deeply indebted to Dave 
Clifton and the entire staff for their generous and understanding 
cooperation.

The Commission regretfully accepted the resignation of Frank 
Chase, our truly indispensable member since 1959, and Chairman of 
the Commission for it's first ten years. We hope and expect that 
Frank will continue to advise and assist us for many years to 
come, drawing on his unique experience in a wide range of Town ac-— 
Sivities. 


We welcome new member Edward Welch, who brings to the Com- 
mission engineering expertise, Warrant Committee experience and a 
fresh supply of energy and interest. 


Fortified by the conviction that Sharonites want to retain 
the natural and aesthetic qualities of environment, we have con- 
tinued to work toward the goal of protecting our waterways and 
freshwater wetlands as well as to preserve open spaces whenever 
practicable. This is being accomplished in two ways: (1) Appro- 
priate land acquisition and (2) Implementation of the Massachu- 
setts Wetlands Protection Act (G.L., Chih s0 )© 


This year, we acquired by gift and purchase 32+ acres, in- 
cluding a significant pond and some wetlands. State reimburse- 
ment of $8750 for a previous purchase was received; two more ap- 
plications for Self-Help funds are pending appraisal and jor ap- 
proval by the Department of Natural Resources. We actively par- 
ticipated with other Town bodies in the more than two years of 
deliberations and negotiations leading to acquisition of the 
Sacred Heart property - this will provide the Town with approxi- 
mately fifty acres of open space in its busy geographic center. 
The area includes a wetland and some beach front, as well as 
Space for passive and active recreation. 
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After some years of consideration and survey, aided and 
abetted by Sharon and her interested neighbors, Norfolk County 
purchased conservation land at School Meadow Brook bordering Wal 
pole and along the Canoe River at our Foxboro boundary. Critical 
flood-plain in Sharon thus acquired now totals ninety important 
acres. 


The purchase and dedication by the Commonwealth of the new 
Borderland State Park (in both Sharon and Easton) furnishes us 
with a back yard of 1,250 unspoiled acres - approximately one 
half of which is in Sharon. Borderland includes hills, ponds, 
trails and marshlands of almost unbelievable natural beauty. 


Cluster zoned housing developments continue to be another 
source of open space and water recharge area protection. When 
thoughtfully planned and executed, and when high standards of 
land use are applied, such subdivisions can be in the best in- 
terests of the Town, prospective and neighboring home owners, an 
developers. Here, ecology and economics need not be mutually ex 
clusive. 






To carry out the front-line responsibilities delegated to 
Conservation Commissions by the Wetlands Protection Act of 1972, 
the Commission conducted public hearings and imposed conditions 
on alterations of streams and lands deemed to be significant wet 
land. Commission members also appeared before the DNR on an ap- 
pealed Order of Conditions. 


In an effort to strengthen the Wetlands Protection Act and 
to improve techniques for minimizing impact on the environment, 
the Commonwealth adopted Rules and Regulations in November, 1974 
These should help clarify the Act by providing minimum standard 
definitions and guideline procedures for Commissions and land de 
velopers. 


We made on-site inspections to review subdivision plans and 
Submit comment to the Planning Board and to locate and evaluate 
common land provided by Cluster-Zoned developments, at the re- 
quest of the Board of Appeals. 


We collaborated with the Moose Hill Wildlife Sanctuary and 
S.A.V.E. to prepare and distribute guidelines on the use of pes- 
ticides and for control of gypsy moth infestation. Two camper- 
ships were sponsored for the Massachusetts Junior Conservation 
Camp, enabling us to send last year's runner-up, Michael Gilmore 
and Stanley Fitzhugh on a fun-and-profit two-week experience in 
nature study and conservation practices. 


The Commission was ably assisted in its work by David Clapp 
of the Massachusetts Audubon's Moose Hill Wildlife Sanctuary, 
and Walter Newman of the Environmental Protection Agency. Mrs. 
Elizabeth Skelton, the Planning Board's observer, was constant i 
her attendance and help.

; During 1974, the Planning Board held a total of 36 meetings 
fconducted 15 public hearings, and approved four definitive sub- 
(division plans totalling 91 lots. In addition to the processing 

f subdivision plans, considerable time and effort was devoted to 
she study and debate of several issues of interest to the Board 
nd relevant to its function. The most significant of these is- 
sues were as follows: 


Cluster Zoning: 


a Due to the increased popularity of the cluster zoning con- 
rept among developers, and because of certain problems that have 
been encountered in the review and approval process, the Board 
voted to re-evaluate both the By-Law and the process through which 
it is implemented. Discussions with Conservation Commission mem- 
bers concerning the evaluation and disposition of common land and 
With the Board of Appeal concerning coordination and technical re 
View brought into focus several weaknesses and deficiencies which 
@ne Board determined can and should be corrected. While the nec- 
essary procedural and By-Law modifications have not yet been fully 
formulated, a clearer understanding of the goals and manner in 
which they can be achieved has been developed and will be presen- 
sed to the 1975 Annual Town Meeting. 


Industrial Zoning: 


Several discussions with the Industrial & Development Com- 
mission and numerous debates among the Board members failed to 
roduce a coherent policy or a unified attitude toward either the 
oncept of industrial development or the providing of another in- 
dustrial zone off South Main Street. In the opinion of the ma- 
jority of the Board, questions concerning numerous items such as 
traffic, wetlands protection and sewage disposal were not ade- 
quately answered by either the owner or the Industrial & Develop- 
ment Commission, nor were the protective covenants negotiated by 
the Selectmen considered adequate to provide the protection con- 
Sidered necessary. 


- Federal Flood Hazard Insurance Program: 


Adoption of this program will have a permanent and signifi- 
Cant impact on the several areas of the community in or adjacent 
to areas which might be considered to be flood-prone. The Board 
studied and debated the details of the program and has presented 
its opinions and concerns to the Selectmen for their use in as- 
ssing the program and its effects. 
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Apartments in the Business "A" District: 


The Board presented to the 1974 Town Meeting a warrant ar- 
ticle which reduced the allowable dwelling unit density. This 
change in the Zoning By-Laws was adopted. 


Subdivision Control: 


Plans not requiring subdivision approval: The Board is re- 


quired by law to endorse plans showing lot(s) which have suffi- 
cient frontage on a public way. Such plans are then recorded at 
the Registry of Deeds as "Approval Under Subdivision Control Law 
Not Required". During 1974, our records indicate that 58 plans 
were so endorsed. Many of them were of existing lots or parcels. 
However, there were created by these plans 32 new legal building 
lots# 


Subdivision control: During 1974, the Board reviewed and 
approved definitive subdivision plans covering 112.3 acres with 
a total of 91:.house lots. This is about three times the number 
approved in 1973. In addition, $425,000 worth of roadway and 
utility construction was completed within subdivisions - somewhat 
more than in 1973. 


The Board was unfortunately forced to bring suit against a 
developer, J&V Construction Corp. and its bonding company, for 
completion of the roadway construction in a portion of the Beaver 
Brook Estates Subdivision, due to failure to fulfill obligations. 
The suit, to recover the $24,400 bond so the Town may have the 
work done, is presently pending in Court.

Major questions before the Board concerned the apartment / 
business development in the Center, and cluster subdivisions off 
Bay Road, Rhodes Avenue, East Foxboro Street, South Walpole St., 
and Wolomolopoag Street. Other applications related to signs, 
in-law apartments, side-line and setback distances, public sta- 
bles, sale of goods in a residence, and retail sales in the 
Paght Industrial District.

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METROPOLITAN AREA PLANNING COUNCIL 


GEORGE B. BAILEY, SHARON REPRESENTATIVE 


The 1974 Council budget of $660,000 remained at approxi- 
mately the 1973 level. Expectations for 1975, however, are for 
greatly increased expenditures by the agency as a result of anin- 
fusion of transportation planning funds from the Department of 
Public Works and MBTA. In 1973, 80% of the Council's funds were 
provided by a variety of third party sources and distributed as 
follows: HUD - 44%; DPW/FHWA Urban Systems - 13%; MBTA-UMTA - 
18%; SENE - 3%; MDC/EMMA - 5%; DPW Administrative Funds - 8%; 
Army Corps of Engineers - 2%. Sharon contributed approximately 
$1000 and will be required by Statute to expend $1900 in 1975. 


A particular strength of the Council was its activity as a 
member of the Joint Regional Transportation Committee, the citi- 
zens advisory board to the newly created Central Transportation 
Planning Staff. The CTPS is empowered to do the transit and high- 
way planning for the region and is formed by somewhat uneasy com- 
pact between the Executive Office of Transportation and Construc- 
tion (EOTC), the Department of Public Works, MBTA and MAPC. As 
a member of the MAPC Technical Committee on Transportation, I am 
a JRTC member and try to represent the southwest sector of the 
region although there is no formal designation as such. 


Two projects of interest to Sharon were part of the JRTC 
Unified Work Program for 74-76: Upgrading of commuter rail ser- 
vice, and study of relocation of Route 27 from Brockton to Wal- 
pole. 


The duties of the MAPC (S.110 of C.6) may be used to eval- 
uate the remaining efforts of the Council as they relate to Sha- 
ron in 1974. 

"The Council shall conduct such research ... and prepare 

comprehensive plans for the physical, social and 
economic improvement of the district, with respect to op- 
timum use of the land ... and most efficient provision 
ah hd Si vie BR Me oe eS ah 
The reports, plans and research produced included: 


1. Subsidized Housing in the Boston Region: May 1974, a 


statistical summary of low and moderate housing units built or 
funded. Sharon is one of 34 in the 10l-community region provid- 
ing elderly housing only. In 1973, the report states, low income 
housing of all types increased by 8% in the region by 74% was for 
elderly persons, while family low income housing actually de- 
creased by 2%. No recommendations were made. 


2. Low _ and Moderate Income Housing Needs in the Boston 
Region: September, 1974, is largely a re-statement of a Depart- 


ment of Community Affairs report in which DCA determines the 
amount of housing to be constructed, community-by-community, so 
as to more equitably distribute the burden of publicly assisted 
housing. It also recommends location of such housing in areas 
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closer to job opportunities. Allocation of elderly housing is by 
Towns where they currently reside. However, Sharon's allocation 
for non-elderly was 26 rehabilitated units, 14 new for indigenous 
poor and 67 regionally allocated. The demand for elderly units 
was measured at 32. The Council urged the state to increase the 
level of funding but failed to suggest where the tax revenue was 
to be obtained. While agreeing on the need for more low-income 
family housing, they insisted that elderly housing continued to 
predominate. I object to these apparent contradictions, but con- 
cur with MAPC's suggestion that MHFA programs be subject to reg- 
ional review, as are HUD programs. 


3. Chapter 774: Four Years Later; August, 1974, gives a 


review of the "snob-zoning" act and its ramifications. The re- 
port categorizes the 28 cases which have used C.774 up to June 
1974. No recommendations were made. 


4. Chapter 492: September, 1974. The cherry sheet dis- 
tribution formula as updated by the Legislature in 1974 is shown 
in detail and its relative impact given. However, no conclusions 


Oo. Funding of Local and Regional Development: August 1974, 


is a review of the applications and grants given for Federal funds 
for various of the 146 programs. One such project was the Sharon 
Sacred Heart property acquisition under the U. S. Deparment of 
the Interior's Bureau of Outdoor Recreation Fund. The MAPC is 
one of several agencies which must review requests for categori- 
cal Federal grants. Requests are seldom opposed. With the ad- 
vent of revenue sharing, this aspect of Council activity is ex- 
pected to decrease. The State Environmental Act requires an en- 
vironmental assessment of State and local projects not otherwise 
Subject to such evaluation. The regional review function is use- 
ful when it deals with projects in transportation, open space, 
waste treatment and disposal, and housing since these are subjects 
in which the Council has established an interest and some sem- 
blance of consensus. But reviews ("A-95" after the Federal memo 
originally defining their scope) become meaningless when applied 
to health facilities and law enforcement projects which now con- 
stitute the bulk of categorical grant applications. There were 
over 200 applications and preliminary applications reviewed from 
April through December, plus 60 Mass. Environmental Assessment 
forms and 9 Environmental Impact Statements. 


6. A Regional Government proposal was adopted for sponsor- 
ship by the Council in November after much debate. The Bill 
would reorganize the MBTA and the MDC under an indirectly elected 
five-person regional commission which would appoint an overall 
executive director. The proposal is not in the best interests of 
either taxpayers or users of the service, because it removes the 
Governor from responsibility, ignores the continuing duplication 
of County functions and eliminates the adversary function of the 
MBTA Advisory Board's new budget staff. 


Now and on-going studies include a broad Open Space Program 
update expected to be published in 1975 along with plans for the 
Ipswich, Sudbury-Assabet-Concord and North-South Rivers (Vol. VI, 
VIA and VIB). The Council is seeking designation as the recipi- 
ent of Environmental Protection Agency funds under Section 208 of 
the Federal Clean Waters Act which could have value to Sharon. 
The Town is considering adoption of a resolution to request this. 
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The Metropolitan Fire Communications Study, being carried out 
under contract by the National Fire Protection Association with 
participation by twelve communities (not including Sharon), ap- 
pears to be showing ways in which costs can be reduced. More ef- 
fective deployment of equipment can be accomplished in times of 
emergency and unified data gathering systems can be achieved at 
less cost to the taxpayer. Implementation of the recommendations 
which are expected in 1975 will, however, be left up to the indi- 
vidual cities and towns. 


Another objective: "The Council shall maintain fullest 
cooperation with cities and towns in the district and shall ren- 
der them all possible assistance in their planning activities, 
especially when two or more of the municipalities have common 
problems." 


Of the duties of the Council which remain unfilled, local 
assistance appears to be the most deficient, if'Sharon's and Fox- 
boro's experience with the land along Route 95, South Main Street 
and Foxboro's Oak Street, was representative. Assistance was 
jointly sought, two years earlier and a preliminary study made at 
Town expense. The MAPC report which finally came consisted sim- 
ply of a composite map of data already available to the two towns 
No committee of the Council is empowered to review local assis- 
tance. 


As your Representative, I served as follows: Member of 
Executive Committee; Member, Technical Committee on Transporta- 
tion and Joint Regional Transportation Committee and its subcom- 
mittee on TOPICS, Commuter Rail, Bicycle and Pedestrian Facilities 
and Land Use; Technical Committee on Open Space; and the Program 
Committee. 


I also took part in an effort by six members of the Execu- 
tive Committee meeting to reform certain procedures and reduce 
the power of the Council President. Although these modest goals 
have yet to be reached, attention was focussed on the problem and 
the procedural limitations of the Council brought into sharp per- 
spective.

Dependence on the private automobile continued in Sharon in 

1974 despite concern over increased fuel prices and shortages, 

higher capital costs, and mounting evidence that engine emissions 
will continue to be a hazard to public health. Rail passenger 

service supplied by Penn-Central Railroad under contract with the 
MBTA continued to improve and gain passengers. While service was 
primarily to Boston (Back Bay and South Stations), a morning train 
to Providence was added in May 1974 on an experimental basis, us- 
ing a previous "dead-head" trip for revenue passengers. Fares 

remained at levels established several years ago so that at least 
part of the approximate 10% increase in ridership can be attribu- 
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ted to the decrease in fares relative to the general price level, 
particularly costs of cars and gasoline. 


The only transportation mode which is an economic alterna- 
tive to the automobile in suburban areas is the bicycle. Greatly 
increase bicycle use has included Sharon RR station users. To 
improve bike storage and security, a committee was appointed to 
investigage users' needs, including possible use of the building. 


The station, now owned by the MBTA, is in great need of re- 
pair and general sprucing up. Gerard Albert of Lyndon Road has 

agreed to head a painting operation and now awaits initial main- 
tenance which must be done first. Materials have been promised 

by the MBTA Commuter Rail Director. 


Commuter rail operations took a substantial turn for the bet 
ter when legislation was enacted in 1973 including commuter rail 
.contracts in budgets eligible for matching by State funds. An ex- 
-perienced and capable director, Mr. David Gunn, was hired through 
the insistence of Secretary Altshuler's Office and previously 
sought refurbished passenger cars were placed into service, prin- 
-cipally on Franklin and Needham branch trains, thus enabling the 
railroad to remove the least reliable equipment from regular ser- 
vice. Service improved, although both equipment and reliability 
need continued attention. 


A mid-year schedule of zone fares and reduced off-peak fares 
went into effect on the B&M commuter lines. The plan could not 
be applied to the Penn-Central lines because of the lump sum con- 
tract in effect. An analysis of the fares as applied to the pres- 
ent ridership on the PCRR main line was made by Board member Hal 
Stubbs and showed that a loss in revenue would result. However, 
a zone fare schedule is being studied which can apply to both 
systems and can incorporate off-peak fares. 


In November, Director Gunn and the MBTA produced an updated 
Commuter Rail Improvement Program. Its realistic objectives are 
to restore service levels to those in effect during the fifties; 
to improve through replacement of some grade crossings, replace- 
ment of diesel engines in some rail diesel cars, and tovintegrate 
the B&M and PCRR shop and service facilities with each other. 


Regional plans for commuter rail improvements were described 
in detail by Mr. Gunn in:November before the Joint Regional Trans- 
portation Committee subcommittee on commuter rail. These studies 
of direct benefit to Sharon, include study of new and rehabilitat- 
ed passenger cars, standardization and upgrading of signals, main- 
tenance facilities, upgrading of track and bridges and structures 
on the PCRR lines owned by the "TT", and station and parking lot 
improvements. The funding required is in excess of $1,500,000 
for the entire B&M/PCRR region studies and is subject to approval 
and 2/3 matching funds from UMTA. 


As designee to the MBTA Advisory Board: 


The functions of the MBTA Advisory Board took on new import- 
ance as its Budget Analysis Office, headed by Ms. Carla Johnston 
took over day-to-day examination of the "T" operations and con- 
crete and specific budget cuts were recommended and voted by the 
Board at its December meeting. The new legislation also requires 
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review by the Secretary of Transportation prior to final action 
by the Advisory Board. The process, which uses carefully devel- 
oped procedures to prevent extreme actions, seems likely to en- 
courage responsible management. However, the first major execu- 
tion of the budget review in December precipitated a series of 
challenges (legal and oratorical) by members of the Board of Di- 
rectors and management. The Board's unplanned and unsuccessful 
demonstration, followed later by a challenge of the holdover 
Board Chairman (out-going Assistant Secretary of Transportation 
John Doolittle) ,convinced many on the Advisory Board that elimi- 
nation of the Board of Directors, as recommended by previous 
study commissions, was now overdue. 


Costs of MBTA operation continued to increase in 1974. The 
net cost of service of $132 million was 19% higher than in 1973, 
and State Aid of 49% resulted in a $68 million assessment on the 
cities and towns. This, plus nearly $7 million in interest, re- 
sulted in an assessable cost of service of which Sharon's share 
in 1975 will be $145,219. The 1975 approved budget of $201 mil- 
lion is only 3% higher than in 1974, a cut of $18 million in the 
management request. It will be interesting to observe the effect 
of this constraint and the response of the MBTA middle management 
to the first gubernatorially appointed Chief Executive Officer. 


Meetings of the Advisory Board were held in Boston on April 
19, May 8, August 21, September 27 and December 20, with Sharon's 
designee present and voting at each. 


REGIONAL REFUSE DISPOSAL PLANNING COMMITTEE

This Committee is composed of the Planning Committees from 
Dover, Medfield, Medway, Millis, Norfolk, Norwood, Sharon, Wal- 
pole, Westwood and Wrentham. The Board met regularly during 1974 
and studied in depth the preliminary engineering report of a 
study to determine the feasibility of establishing a solid waste 
management master plan for Norfolk County as prepared by Camp, 
Dresser & McKee and released December 27, 1973. 


The Regional Board comprises most of the towns in the south- 
west corner of Norfolk County and represents 36% of the munici- 
palities, 39% of the land area and 19% of the population of the 
County. 


The report recommends that one of the four processing plants 
for the County be located on Department of Correction property in 
Walpole, the same located selected by our 10-town group during its 
preliminary study. 


Senate Bill No. 579 introduced in 1974 to authorize the 
County Commissioners to establish and operate a solid waste dis- 
posal system did not provide for adequate control by the Towns 
included in the system. Because of this, the Regional Board ap- 
peared at the public hearing on April 10, 1974 before the Commit- 
tee on Natural Resources and Agriculture in opposition to the 
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Bill, but offered a substitute Bill S-1681 to allow the study to 
continue for another year. Neither Bill was approved by the Gen- 
eral Court and a new Bill S-381 has been drafted to include rec- 
ommendations of the Regional Board and will receive their backing 


With the passage of this legislation, the Norfolk County 
Solid Waste Management Plan can begin to be implemented. It is 
expected that the first area of Norfolk County to be included 
would be the area including the 10-town group. It will hopefully 
result in an economical regional solid waste disposal system in 
which Sharon can participate.

The plan to develop and operate the Mountain Street disposal 
site as a sanitary landfill, as recommended by the firm of S.E.A. 
Consultants, Inc., was submitted to the Department of Public 
Health on December 3, 1973, for their approval. Final approval 
of the plan was received from them on May 30, 1974. 


With this approval of the plan, the solid waste disposal 
needs of the Town are fulfilled for the next seven to nine years. 


It is extremely important that recycling be practiced to the 
greatest extent possible. When you recycle, you save DOUBLE! You 
get paid for the paper, cans and glass you recycle and you save 
the cost of their disposal. 


Recycling locations are available at the Mountain Street Dis- 
posal area and the Department of Public Works Highway Garage on 
South Main Street. 


The long-range disposal needs of the Town on a regional basis 


are being studied by the Regional Refuse Disposal Planning Commit- 
tee.

In June of 1974, responsibility for construction of the 64- 
unit Elderly Housing complex off North Main Street passed from 
the original contractor to the Surety Company which held the com- 
pletion guarantee bond. Interior work was in process at this 
time, but became sporadic until a new general contractor was se- 
lected by the Surety Company. Many loose ends had to be drawn 
together and many legal questions resolved before any significant 
resumption of work occurred around September. 


The Authority began accepting applications from potential 
tenants in early July, based on an anticipated occupancy date in 
the first quarter of 1975. Over 110 applications were received 
by September. From September through December, the Authority in- 
terviewed each applicant and investigated eligibility. | 


Opportunity for applicants to inspect the apartments and 
completion of all construction work is anticipated in the early 
months of 1975. As of the end of 1974, the Authority was seeking 
an Executive Director and a Grounds/Buildings Maintenance man. 


As soon as the Authority accepts the project for operation, — 
the temporary office in the Town Office Building will relocate in 
the Willis F. Hickes Community Building at the site. This build-— 
ing was so-named in honor of the memory of the first chairman of — 
the Authority who was also a life-long activist in Town affairs. 





Authority members were favorably impressed with the spirit 
and attitudes of the applicants whose ages ranged from 65 to 80+. 
They are an interesting group of citizens representing a wide va-— 
riety of experience. Those who inspected the site and buildings 
from the outside, expressed pleasure with the layout and appear- | 
ance of the buildings, the rural setting, and especially with the 
plans to have bus service to assist them in shopping and other 
transportation needs. The Community Building will serve as a 
place to get acquainted, for hobbies and will boast a small li- 
brary. Meetings and dinners or luncheons can also be held there. 


Although the contractual landscaping has been done, there 
will be places where more shrubs and plantings will be needed. 
This could be a combined project including the tenants, interest— 
ed Townspeople and the Authority. Through its Executive Director, 
the Authority will continue its efforts to make living on Hixson | 
Farm Road (so named because the land was originally a King's 
Grant to the Hixson family) an enjoyable experience. Ideas and 
suggestions will be welcomed from the Community.

In 1974, industry contributed approximately $250,000 to Town 
revenue. It is expected that in the next 12 months, two new fa- 
cilities will provide additional tax payments of $50,000. 


A major objective of this Commission is to acquaint resi- 
dents with the need for new industrial zoning. At present, indus- 
try is confined to a small tract of land along Route 1 and com- 
prises about 1% of Sharon's land area. It is estimated that, at 
the current rate of development, Sharon's industrial area will be 
fully utilized in a few short years. 


The Commission believes that prompt action is necessary, 
Since little land suitable for industry is still available. A 
program of direct communication through publications and infor- 
mation will be undertaken to gain Town support to increase the 
amount of industrially zoned land from 1% to 2%. 


It seems that the Town must soon face the fundamental deci- 
sion of whether it desires more industry with its associated tax 
benefits; or if it is willing to maintain a 1% industrially zoned 
area at the expense of higher taxes.

As in past years, one of the principal duties of this Depart- 
ment in 1974 was to provide engineering services and assistance 
to the Department of Public Works for the many construction and 
maintenance projects performed by them during the year. Examples 
of these services are: underground utility locations and profile 
elevations for all drainage and culvert work, both in the design 
Stage and then again during construction. Street line locations 
and grades were furnished on all sidewalk, street-widening and 
reconstruction projects, and for the Water Division at various 
locations so that hydrants and curb box shut-offs could be placed 
in proper locations. Many other services of a somewhat lesser 
nature, but nevertheless time-consuming, were provided as re- 
quested. 


In addition to work performed for the DPW, plans and speci- 
fications for public bidding were drawn up for the next section 
of the North Main Street drainage project. This contract, for 
approximately 2300 feet of 1", 15", 18", 24" and 30" reinforced 
concrete pipe and 21 related catch basins and manholes, drew 12 
bidders. Low bidder was the Q.R.S. Corp. of Canton at $64,787. 
Tim Walsh was assigned to this job as a full-time resident in- 
spector to assure that construction was in accordance with the 
plans and specifications. This is the first time we have had 
sufficient manpower to provide a full-time inspector on a con- 
tract project such as this and no doubt had some bearing on the 
relative ease and minimum disruption and inconvenience occurring 
during the construction. 


Board of Health duties performed were somewhat less than in 
1973, as related to the Town Engineer's time spent on both in- 
spection and plan review of Board of Health problems. In this 
respect, applications and plans for construction of 121 subsur- 
face sewerage disposal systems were reviewed. This process re- 
quires a visit to the site, sometimes observation of percolation 
tests and test pits, along with paper work of plan review and ap- 
proval. There was a decrease of about 25% in such work during 
1974, and of the total, 70 jobs were for new home construction 
and 51 were for corrective additions to existing systems. This 
reduction in permits was primarily in the area of new home con- 
struction. Construction of 127 sewerage disposal systems was 
inspected and approved to verify compliance with the approved 
plans as well as the State and local sanitary codes. We also in- 
vestigated numerous violation complaints for the Board of Health

and recommended corrective action and/or cease-and-desist cita- 
tions to the violators as necessary. 


Another very important and time-consuming function of the 
Department is in conjunction with the Planning Board and new sub- 
division developments. Engineering reports and recommendations 
were presented to the Planning Board on fifteen subdivision plans, 
both preliminary and definitive, totalling about 250 lots. These 
reports, with recommendations for both design and construction 
improvements, involve both field reconnaissance and detailed plan 
evaluation. 


The inspection and approval of new road and utility construc 
tion in 15 different subdivisions, having an estimated value of 
about $425,000, was also performed. This inspection is of the 
utmost importance, as improper construction of streets at this 
time would require large maintenance expenditures by the Town in 
the future. Various other reports, maps and sketches were pre- 
pared for discussion by the Board in conuunction with zoning, 
planning studies and other related problems. The Town Engineer 
also attends all Planning Board meetings and acts as their agent 
for signing routine non-subdivision plans for recording purposes. 
In 1974, fifty-eight such plans were reviewed and endorsed. 


The Board of Selectmen and the Executive Secretary required 
a large portion of the Department's time by requesting advice, 
comments and investigations of the many citizen complaints and 
problems of Town management occurring during a year. One of the 
special areas of concern this year was the evaluation of the 
Sacred Heart property, for which many prints, plans and sketches 
were provided. Also, numerous plans and sketches were drawn in 
relation to the rezoning proposal for industrial use of the 
Simeone property near Route 95. 


Engineering advice and recommendations were furnished to all 
other Town departments as requested. For example, the Zoning 
Board of Appeal on Cluster Subdivision and Office Building/Apart- 
ment construction hearings, the Conservation Commission on "Hatch 
Act" or wetland filling projects, the Board of Assessors, through 
the up-dating of their plans and the Warrant Committee with plans 
cost estimates and sketches on Town Meeting articles. 


On file in our office are many records and survey plans 
which are items of public record, and therefore, of interest to 
builders, realtors, engineers, surveyors, lawyers and of course, 
the property owner himself. Therefore, in the course of a year, 
considerable time is spent reviewing and assisting the public in 
obtaining this information. Another time-consuming and responsi- 
ble function of our Secretary/Clerk is that of fee collection and 
bookkeeping. We collect all the plumbing, gas, electrical, build- 
ing and Board of Health sewerage disposal fees. We also collect 
fees for the sale of Zoning maps, Zoning By-Laws, Planning Board 
Rules & Regulations, and Building Codes. In 1974, the total of 
all fees collected was $15,683.91. We also collected and pro- 
cessed for the Planning Board, $1,035 in filing fees for the de- 
finitive subdivision plans. 


In July, after Town Meeting approval of an additional em- 


ployee in the Department budget, we were fortunate to obtain the 
services of Ralph Wallen, Jr., a recent Civil Engineering gradu- 
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ate from Northeastern University, for this new position of Engi- 
neering Aide. The added manpower has proved beneficial in the 
flexibility and overall effectiveness of the Department. 


BUILDING INSPECTOR

The new Uniform State Building Code became law in the Com- 
monwealth on January 1. It is quite similar to the BOCA Code 
used by the Town in prior years, so the transition should not be 
very difficult. The main new requirement is that all new resi- 
dential housing must now be equipped with a smoke-detection fire 
alarm system. 


Along with the new Code, there was a shift in responsibili- 
ties so that some of the duties of the State Regional Inspector 
were transferred to the local Inspector. These duties include 
periodic inspection and certification of public and private 
schools, hospitals, nursing homes, hotels, churches, grandstands, 
theatres, public halls, apartment houses and other structures. 

As a result, considerable time will be expended performing this 
new duty and more frequent use of the Assistant Inspector for 
routine duties is anticipated. The State Regional Inspector will 
only act as an advisor and consultant when called to do so by a 
community. 


The following information shows activity in construction in 
1974 as compared to 1973.

Some of the major construction starts during 1974 were a 
Type 2 construction, 26,850 sq.ft. warehouse/office building for 
Se oemMurray Co. on, Route 1; an 8,150 sq.ft. Type’ 3. construction, 
apartment/store/office building for Watson Realty Trust; and a 
5,400 sq.ft. Type 3 construction apartment/store/office building 
for Watson Realty Trust, both of the latter being on Pond Street. 


The Inspector also serves as Zoning Inspector, and as a re- 
sult, expends much time and effort in this phase of his duties, 
providing information, answering questions, advising the public, 
field inspections and preparing violation notices. 


He also assists the public in the preparation of necessary 


forms for Board of Appeals action, and is frequently present at 
those hearings to assist where possible. 
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BUILDING PERMIT REQUIREMENTS 


In general, no new construction, additions or demolitions, 
or alterations of any type, affecting any partitions, doorways, 
bearing walls or other structural members shall be started until 
a permit has been received from the Building Department. 


Also, all electrical, plumbing and gas work, Swimming pool 
installation or siding installation, requires permits from the 
Building Department. 


If a homeowner has any question regarding the necessity of 
such a permit, he should not hesitate to inquire at the Building 
Department.

The Department completed all scheduled maintenance projects, 
coordinated contract work, completed construction projects which 
were scheduled, plus other projects which were unforeseen, but of 
an emergency nature. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank all Town De- 
partments, Public Works employees and in particular, the Board 
of Selectmen for their cooperation and support throughout 1974. 
The appointment of a fine, qualified Public Works Study Committee 
by the Selectmen was most appreciated. 


WATER DIVISION Frederick C. Braunets, Supervisor 
Bernard Moon, Foreman 


This Division had a most productive year with many improve- 
ments being made to the system and the facilities. Improvements 
made included telemetering systems added to the Upland Road and 
Moose Hill storage units, the cleaning and refinishing of the Up- 
land Road Tank, painting of fences and trim at all stations, in- 
stallation of security screens at all stations, and the installa- 
tion of electric lifts on the overhead garage doors at Station l. 


The personnel training program was continued with two addi- 
tional men receiving their certificates from the New England 
Water Works School. This is a very beneficial school for water- 
works personnel and is taught by some of the most respected names 
in the field. The object is to better acquaint the personnel 
with all phases of water works and help prepare them for certifi- 
cation by the State as "Operators of Drinking Water Supply Faci- 
lities". I am very pleased that all personnel of the Water Divi- 
sion were so certified this year. 


Extensive water exploration for new well sites was carried 


on with only one area showing a real potential as a future source 
This program should continue so the Department will be able to 
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keep up with the demand as the Town grows. Until such time as 
new sites can be located and pumping facilities installed, all 
homeowners should conserve as much potable water as possible. 
Waste of this most precious commodity not only increases your 
water bill, but adds greatly to the production and distribution 
costs. If your water bill seems high, investigate your pipes, 
faucets, and bathroom fixtures for leaks and have your plumber 
repair them at once. Water passing through a 1/32" diameter hole 
at normal house pressure will waste 7214 gallons of water per 
month and at current rates, will cost the homeowner an additional 
$32.46 per six months' billing period. Water consumption in the 
home adds up quickly. For instance, it takes 25 gallons for a 

5 minute shower, 30 gallons to run a washing machine, and 300 
gallons to water the lawn for 1 hour.

HIGHWAY DIVISION 


The Highway Division was involved with several construction 
projects together with its many and varied routine maintenance 
duties. Major projects included the straightening, widening and 
resurfacing of Wolomolopoag Street from Furnace Street to East 
Foxboro Street, and Mohawk Street from the railroad crossing to 
Wolomolopoag Street. This work was done in conjunction with the 
new railroad bridge constructed by the Massachusetts DPW on the 
latter street. The purpose of the new bridge was to eliminate 
the only grade crossing in the State on this RR line. The proj- 
ect was planned and engineered through the cooperation of Federal 
and State agencies to that high-speed trains could travel from 
Boston to Washington, D.C. some time in the future. 


Gravel roads were gravelled and graded both in the Spring 

and in the Fall. Fourteen streets were reshaped and resurfaced 
with hot mixed products. Seven streets were reshaped with hot 

mixed products and sealed with liquid asphalt and covered with 

crushed stone. 


Sidewalk and berm work was done on thirteen different 
streets. This included the laying of nineteen hundred and seven- 
ty-six feet of bituminous berm and the resurfacing of eleven 
thousand, nine hundred and thirty-eight feet of sidewalk. Stair 
treads at the railroad station were repaired and resurfacing was 
accomplished in the parking areas. 


Drainage work included the extension of the North Main 
Street system by contract, the installation of a new 415-foot 
system with 6 structures on Old Post Road, an 880-foot extension 
of the Massapoag Avenue system including 11 structures and 2 
headwalls, single catch basinsadded to 3 other systems. A dam 
was constructed between Lake Massapoag and an adjoining pond to 
prevent seeds from entering the lake and increasing the weed 
growth which had become a serious problem. A 150-foot extension 
was made to the Lyndon Road drainage system, a 20-foot extension 
to the Clark Court system and a 50-foot culvert was lowered on 
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Morse Street. Brush and trees were cut and 4000 feet of ditches 
were cleaned to improve drainage conditions in various areas. 
Stones were also set in place along some ditches to prevent the 
erosion of their bankings. 


Other routine maintenance projects included street sweeping, 
Sidewalk sweeping, cemetery work, island mowing and maintenance, 
roadside mowing, guardrail painting and maintenance, manufacture 
and installation of street signs, maintenance of street signals, 
painting of parking lines, street center lines and crosswalks, 
building maintenance, recycling program, bulk rubbish collections 
operation of the sanitary landfill area and others of less im- 
portance. A plan prepared by consulting engineers was presented 
to and accepted by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
for the operation of the sanitary landfill area. 


FORESTRY ; C. Fred Willtams, Tree Warden 
James R. Letghton, Deputy 


The four important functions of the Forestry Department in- 
clude the removal of dead and diseased trees, the pruning of 
deadwood and sucker growth from trees, spraying to control insect 
pests, and most important of all - the planting of new trees. All 
these programs were carried on in 1974 with forty-five trees be- 
ing removed from 22 streets. Twenty-one of these were removed 
for the Town by the Boston Edison Company, thus reducing our 
cost of operation. Tree pruning was done throughout the Town and 
was performed on 25 streets. The Dutch Elm Disease was the cause 
of forty-four of these beautiful trees having to be removed. State 
assistance was received for seven days during the removal pro- 
gram. The loss of the elm trees isS*\most discouraging, but the 
best-known programs to extend their lives will be carried on, and 
hopefully a cure for this disease will be forthcoming in the not © 
too distant future. 


The Town joined several neighboring towns this year for the} 
purpose of cooperative bidding for aerial spray work. This 
proved to be beneficial to all towns involved with a reduction in 
the cost of application on a per-acre basis and permitted the 
necessary expansion of the spray program. Aerial, hydraulic and ~ 
mist blower spraying were used to control the gypsy moths, oak 
leaf skeletonizer, eastern tent caterpillars, and spring and fall 
canker worms. 


The Norfolk County Mosquito Control Project, under the su- 
pervision of Albert W. Heuser, was most cooperative during 1974, 
answering an untold number of calls for assistance and also in 
cleaning ditches by hand and with their specialized equipment. 
His report follows:

Recreation, park and other leisure services are fundamental 
to the physical and mental well-being of our modern American so- 
ciety. Constructive leisure activities enable individuals to 
sustain personal identity, to exhibit mastery and accomplishment, 
to gain respect for others and to sustain the tolerance which that 
creates. All contribute significantly to the building of a healthy 
social and physical environment. 


In evaluating the past twelve months of activity and leisure 
service, it is easy to see that 1974 was a very busy as well as 
challenging year, trying to meet the needs of residents within 
limited financial resources. Our biggest accomplishment was get- 
ting more people of all ages involved in leisure-time activity. 


As in the past, many activities revolved around the Commun- 
ity Center facility, while others continued to take place at all 
schools, skating areas, playgrounds, Lake Massapoag, and many oth- 
er local facilities.

The program was spiced with humor, warmed with appreciation 
and filled with joy when our citizenry displayed its honest af- 
fection and gratitude to a man who, among many other things, gave 
seventy-three years of conscientious service to Sharon, both as 
a Doctor and as a humanitarian. 


State, national, county and Town officials were there - 
babies, children, teenagers - everyone - to pay tribute to the 
Dean of Sharon's Senior Citizens. Band concerts, speeches, re- 
freshments, and many presentations were some highlights. 





Each church rang its bells 100 times; Dr. Griffin cut a 600- 
portion birthday cake; all in attendance joined in singing ''Happy 
Birthday". It was truly a memorable day and a remarkable team 
effort by all Town Departments. 


NEW PROGRAM DIRECTOR 


John T. Connors, Jr., was promoted within Department ranks 
to the position of Program Director, replacing Dennis Mullen who 
resigned to take a new position elsewhere. The Program Director 
assists the Recreation Director with total operations of this 
Department. 


"SENIORS ON THE GO" 


Because of the enthusiastic response, and by popular demand, 
"Seniors on the Go", the Senior Citizens' Variety Show, was pre- 
sented a second time at the High School Auditorium before a sec- 
ond full house. The show - directed by Pat Dutton - provided a 
gala evening of comedy, song and dance, spiced with wit and 
warmed with nostalgia. There was standing-room-only when the 
curtain rose for the Variety Show, featuring a cast of 150 ama- 
teur performers of all ages. The Seniors proved that life does 
not end with retirement by their display of light-hearted cheer- 
leading, ballet dancing and singing. One of the hits was a 
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fractured version of the "Wizard of Oz" written by Alyce Stern, 

which included witty references to the local scene. Everyone is 
quite excited about the second Annual Show - "Seniors On the Go 

Again" - scheduled for April 26 and 27, 1975.

"FUN IN THE SUN" 


The theme of the 1974 Summer Program was "Fun in the Sun". 
Many more residents than usual were involved because of the ener- 
gy crisis. Activities at the Center, the Lakefront, schools and 
playground were highlights. 


COMMUNITY CENTER USE 


The Center was very active with between 1,500-2,000 people 
of all ages using the facilities for recreation activities or 
meetings. A total of 50 local organizations scheduled functions 
there. A few of the larger ones were: Dr. Griffin's Centennial 
Birthday celebration; New England Train Collectors' Association; 
Recreation Program Registrations; Arts Festival; Playground pro- 
gram on rainy days; Installations, banquets, dances, parties, eta 


Many evenings during the week there are activities and meet- 
ings taking place on all three floors, making it difficult to ac- 
commodate all groups simultaneously. The patience displayed by 
the groups meeting under these conditions is greatly appreciated. 
Many thanks also to the custodial help for overcoming their heavy 
burdens, especially with the increased use of the facilities. 


PARK BENCHES 


Team benches were purchased for a majority of the baseball 
diamonds throughout the Town. They will be installed for the '75 
season at the East Elementary School, the Ames Street diamonds 
and the Heights Elementary School diamond. 


NEW COMMITTEE MEMBERS 


The Board of Selectmen appointed three new members to the 
Recreation Committee to replace Harold Donovan, Robert Carlson, 
and James Weinberg. The new members - Bernie Coffey, Marilyn 
Turley and Susan Delagi - were appointed for three-year staggered 
terms. The members of this group are responsible for recommend- 
ing policy to the Selectmen on matters pertaining to community 
recreation. 


BUS TRANSPORTATION 
Many thanks to the Council on Aging for providing bus trans- 
portation through Rodman Ford Company of Foxboro for all Senior 


Citizens' recreational activities at the Community Center. Trans 
portation is a very important need for all the Sharon Seniors. 
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Under the Comprehensive Employment and Training Act, the 
Recreation Department was able to employ six teenagers during the 
year for certain odd jobs for 12 hours a week during school-time 
and 30 hours a week during the summer. Some of the duties per- 
formed were playground maintenance, building maintenance, fence- 
painting at the playground, assistance at Senior Citizens' cook- 
outs, and glass clean-up at all Recreation facilities. This 
program has been a big help and provided financial assistance to 
those involved. 


SHARON YOUTH COUNCIL 


This is a board of twenty local teenagers who were involved 
in 1974 in the planning of all Teen Recreational activities, such 
as the annual Hallowe'en Party, dances, ski trips, parties, the 
July 4th celebration, many goodwill projects, special events and 
Youth Center activities. Many thanks to the advisors, John Con- 
nors, Shirley Lastoff and Louis Kafka for working closely with 
the teen-aged leaders of the community. 


N.E. PASS, PUNT, AND KICK CHAMPION 

9-year old Keven Fontes, 69 Cottage Street, won the N. E. 
Pass, Punt and Kick Competition held at Schaefer Stadium in Fox- 
boro, thereby earning the right to compete for the Regional Title. 
In December, he again did his best in Pittsburg, but unfortunately 
lost by a very slim margin. Congratulations to Kevin for coming 
so close in a national competition. (Sharon's contest, held prior 
to the Schaefer Stadium eliminations, was sponsored by Rodman 
Ford in conjunction with the Recreation Department. ) 


COOPERATIVE AGENCY 


The Recreation Department has been a cooperating agency for 
many groups and organizations in Sharon which are involved in 
providing or promoting recreation programs for residents. Some 
of the groups and organizations assisted with some administrative 
help are: Sharon Council on Aging; Sharon Red Devils; Youth 
Hockey Association; Junior Fortnightly Club; Youth Council; Gol- 
den Agers; Senior Citizens; and the Sharon Jaycees. Our Depart- 
ment does not sponsor every recreational activity in Town, but 
we like to think our professional advice and cooperation is 
enough to support the sponsoring group.

From the Minutes of the Annual Town Meeting, March 14, 1973, 
Article 21: "Voted: That the Town appropriate the sum of 
$58,200 for the purchase of a shovel-dozer and a chipper, and 
that to meet said appropriation the sum of $6,200 shall be raised 
on the tax levy of the 1973-74 eighteen-month fiscal period and 
the Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, be authorized 
to borrow the sum of $52,000 under provision of Chapter 44, Sec- 
tion 7 (9) of the General Laws for a period of five years for the 
balance of said appropriation." On May 22, 1973, bids were re- 
ceived on the borrowing of $52,000 to finance the purchase of 
this equipment. The loan was awarded to the low bidder, Norfolk 
County Trust Company at 44%. 

On November 14, 1973, in the Superior Court of Suffolk County, 
a final decree was issued in the case of Robert H. Quinn, Attor- 
ney General for the Commonwealth, versus Town of Sharon, stating 
that the amount of money provided by the Town for the support of 
its public schools for the period January 1, 1973 to June 30, 
1974 was insufficient in the sum of $200,000. It was further de- 
creed that this sum should be provided by borrowing as provided 
under General Laws Chapter 44, Section 7, Clause (11). On Feb- 
ruary 26, 1974, bids were received for $200,000 to finance this 
Court judgment. The loan was awarded to the low bidder, South 
Shore National Bank at 3.96%. 

From the Minutes of the Special Town Meeting, April 22, 1974, 
Article 1: "Voted Unanimously: That the Town appropriate the 
sum of $571,321.00 to defray the costs of salaries of profession 
al employees of the School Department earned prior to June 30, 
1974, but payable in July and August, 1974, and to meet said ap- 
propriation that amount be borrowed with the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen and the Emergency Finance Board, and that 
bonds or notes be issued therefor, said loan to be repaid in not 
more than three years, all in accordance with Chapter 52 of the 
Acts of 1973."" On May 21, 1974, nine sealed bids were opened 
for bonds of $570,000 to finance the fiscal cycle loan. The 
loan was awarded to the lowest bidder, White Weld & Company, Inc 
at 54%.

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SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL 


VOCATIONAL—TECHNICAL SCHOOL 
JAMES J. LEONARD, REPRESENTATIVE 


In 1974 I was elected Vice Chairman of the Committee, and 
completed my first year as President of the Massachusetts Council 
for Vocational Technical Education, an organization comprised of 
vocational school committee members, and was re-elected President 
for 1975. Vocational technical school committees have been rec- 
ognized by the Massachusetts Association of School Committees as 
important segments of education, and I am serving as the first 
representative for Occupational Education on the Executive Board 
of the MASC. 


The Southeastern Regional School District was honored this 
year by the Mass. Department of Education, when, in my capacity 
as President of the Mass. Council for Vocational-Technical Edu- 
cation as well as School Committeeman for the District, I was se- 
lected by Education Commissioner Gregory Anrig to serve on a com- 
mittee to interview candidates and recommend to the Commissioner 
the name of a nominee to be the Associate Commissioner for Occu- 
pational Education in the State Department of Education. 


Construction of the addition to the school is progressing at 
a satisfactory rate. All foundations are in and concrete struc- 
tures have begun, with steel structures scheduled for March. When 
the addition is completed, it will accommodate 400 more students, 
8.3% of which will be Sharon's share. 


The present 22 occupational programs (16 secondary and 6 
post-secondary) took care of 1041 students, housed at the main 
school in South Easton, the Tolman School, Stoughton, Unionville 
School, Easton, and the Paine School, Foxboro. 


The Evening School program, designed for the indentured ap- 
prentices in the electrical and plumbing areas, as well as pro- 
grams for citizens interested in Automotive Minor Service & Re- 
pair, Drafting & Blueprint Reading, National Electrical Code, 
Machine Shop, Typing, Woodworking, Welding, Keypunching & Intro- 
duction to Data Processing, is expected to serve 900 students 
for the 1974-75 school year. Incidentally, the first payroll of 
the new year was processed on our computer, and we expect to be 
expanding on our data processing work for towns in the district. 


We have been evaluating the Technical Institute and the 
Night School programs so we can offer the best possible education 
to the Distrier. 


I am happy to report that Sharon's quota of students is 
filled at present, with 78 pupils enrolled. This is so because 
Mr. Benoit, Guidance Director at Sharon Junior High School and | 
Mr. O'Leary, Director of Pupil Personnel Services at Southeastern 
and I, have worked together to enroll Sharon's young people. This 
program will continue through the Summer and into the Fall. We 
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intend to continue this effort to have Sharon's quota filled. 


Superintendent Director Donald Graves recently announced a 
new experimental program which will involve seniors from high 
schools in the District for the last half of this school year, 
in which some limited skill training would be provided for such 
students in various occupational areas. It is hoped this might 
better enable them to find employment upon graduation. The sen- 
iors would graduate from their public high schools and continue 
to participate in after-school activities. The program is di- 
rected at average students drifting in the general course area, 
and is an attempt to cooperate with the general high schools to 
help motivate and train those students unable to enroll in regu- 
lar vocational programs, as requested by the State Board of Edu- 
cation through the Commissioner. 


As in the past, I attended as many conferences as possible 
during the year in order to broaden my knowledge of vocational 
education for the benefit of the Town and the District.

The Committee has two new members this year - John Chapman 
replaced Melvin Zussman as Student Representative, and MissClista 
Dow replaced Mrs. Gloria Gelineau as the STA Representative. 
These two members participate fully in all discussions during 
regular sessions, but are non-voters. 


Seventy-three meetings were held in 1974 to discuss many is- 
sues —- budget, curriculum, Chapter 766 (Comprehensive Special Ed- 
ucation Law), policies, goals, Chapter 622 (Students' Rights and 
Responsibilities), job descriptions, etc. 


BUDGET 


The budget received a great deal of attention, time and 
energy in 1974. For the first time, we planned a budget for the 
newly-regulated fiscal year of July 1 - June 30. The Committee 
worked to keep the budget increase at one of the lowest percen- 
tages in many years. Considering the need to implement Chapter 
766, the task was not easy. After much discussion with the Ad- 
ministration and the Warrant Committee, and working with other 
Town bodies, the operating budget was passed, by working out a 
compromise with the Warrant Committee prior to Annual Town Meet- 
ing. With a budget where salaries comprise 80%, it is very dif- 
ficult to prepare for provision of the many services demanded, 
treat all segments equally, and yet not increase the total too 
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much so that the Annual Town Meeting Members might vote favor- 
ably. 


In preparing its 1975-76 budget, the Committee will inves- 
tigate programmatic budgeting. This has been discussed at numer- 
ous meetings, and the first stage of this procedure will be re- 
viewed by a subcommittee, who will then make recommendations. 


CURRICULUM DEVELOPMENT 


The Social Studies Committee reported to the School Commit-— 
tee in early Spring with recommendations for the implementation 
of a new curriculum for Grades K through 6. Early this Fall, 
workshops were held for all primary teachers to acquaint them 
with the curriculum and materials to be used in the implementa- 
tion of this discipline. The Committee will continue to meet and 
make recommendations when necessary for new methods to make Soc- 
ial Studies more interesting for the students. 


The Science Committee, the new intensive-study group, is 
presently meeting to discuss new ways in which we can approach 
the teaching of modern-day scientific matter. This group will 
report their preliminary findings to the full Committee in the 
early Spring or Fall of 1975, and will make recommendations. 


Kindergarten teachers are meeting with administrators and 
other teachers to discuss the full implementation of the curri- 
culum as recommended by an outside consultant. This has been a 
dedicated group which has been able to effectuate results at the 
instructional level. 


Other programs are continually being reviewed by the staff 
of all schools. This is an on-going process which reports to 
the Administration the strengths and weaknesses they observe. 
These are discussed during workshops and at other meetings, and 
recommendations for change are made to the Administration. 


STAFF CHANGES 


The professional staff has 16 members new to Sharon this 
year. Four were added because of the need for new personnel in 
special education. We have also changed the assignment of a 
present staff member to special education. 


Two long-term teachers have retired. Mr. John Barrows with 
25 years of service, of which twenty years was as guidance coun- 
selor at the High School; and Mrs. Marion V. Healy, Level C tea- 
cher at Cottage Street School, who had served public school ed- 
ucation for forty years, thirty-seven of which were directed to 
the youth of Sharon. 


The. teaching staff numbers 211, the same as in 1973-74. We 
eliminated five classroom positions, but made appointments for 
five positions in special education. The positions added were: 
elementary guidance counselor, two learning-disabilities teachers 
at the elementary level, transfer of a teacher to special educa- 
tion at the junior high school, and added a special education 
teacher at the senior high school. Classroom positions elimina- 
ted wer: two at the elementary level, one at junior high and 2 
at the senior high. 
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Two changes in administrative positions occurred. At the 
Junior High School, Mr. Stephen Orrell, former Television Coor- 
dinator for the schools, was appointed Assistant Principal to re- 
place Charles Bassett who resigned. Mrs. Frieda Ployer was ap- 
pointed Principal of the Heights Elementary School to replace 
Mrs. Flores LeBoeuf, who also resigned. 


NEGOTIATIONS 


We presently have contracts with six different bargaining 
groups, including two new groups: the Administrators and the 
School Aides. Much time was spent in negotiation with the Admin- 
istration. Three of the contracts had reopening clauses for sal- 
aries; one contract was open this year; and two new groups nego- 
ciated for salaries and working conditions. The employees con- 
ducted themselves on a very high professional plane. 


ENROLLMENT TRENDS 


Enrollment on October 1, 1974 was 3545, 70 less than in 1973, 
Forty-three fewer students were in the high school, 22 fewer at 
junior high, and 5 fewer in the elementary levels. The actual 
enrollment was only ten above our projected enrollment. This is 
a very commendable projection when you consider the mobile popu- 
lation of today. 


It is noteworthy that entrollment for Sharon has now reached 
its peak at all levels of the educational spectrum. We can now 
expect to witness a drop for the next three years of approximate- 
ly 30-40 students per year. This does not necessarily indicate 
a decrease in classroom teachers, for one must consider the dis- 
tribution of students by grade and school. 


CHAPTER 766 


This landmark legislation was passed in 1972 to become ef- 
fective in September, 1974. The text of the law itself is ap- 
proximately 10 pages, single-spaced, and the regulations for the 
implementation of this Act are over 100 pages with changes made 

every day. 


The law is very precise and thorough in stating the role for 
each community in providing programs for children aged 3 to 21. 
Our administrators and professional staff members have spent many 
hours attending conferences, workshops, seminars, and in-service 
meetings to be better able to understand their roles and to be 
prepared to take the necessary steps needed in meeting the needs 
of the children with special needs, as defined by the law. 


The financing is one area in which all citizens must be con- 
cerned. As presently interpreted, the law states that no commun- 
ity is to receive in the next five years any amount less than 
their entitlement for the 1973-74 approved expenditures. At this 
time, Sharon is scheduled to receive a minimum of $161,000 per 
year for the next five years. 


SPACE NEEDS 


The 1974-75 school year did not see the solution to the 
space needs at the high school. The specialized spaces for In- 
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dustrial Arts, Home Economics, Physical Education, Business Edu- 
cation, and Science must still be made available if wesare to 
educate our youth for the years ahead. Some storage space has 
been captured for the Industrial Arts Department and some locker 
space for the Physical Education classes. This has been accom- 
plished by the Maintenance Department converting corridors into 
usable space. Some decline in enrollment may free some rooms for 
subject matter areas, but not sufficiently to meet all the needs 
mentioned above. The School Committee, at this time, has no plan 
to request any large capital outlay to alleviate the problem. 


NEW SUPERINTENDENT 


On August 1, 1974, Dr. Stanley Russell tendered his resigna- 
tion after serving the Town for six years. The School Committee 
appointed a committee of nine to serve aS a Search Committee. 
Their role was to invite interested educators to apply for the 
position and then screen the applicants for further action. The 
Search Committee met regularly for three months, closely review- 
ing the applications of fifty-one qualifying candidates, and in- 
terviewing 20% of them. These interviews produced three candi- 
dates who were then recommended to the School Committee as final- 
ists. (In January,.1975, after lengthy interviews with these 3 
candidates, the School Committee voted to appoint Mr. James J. . 
Dowd of Sharon as the new Superintendent, effective Feb. 10, 1975.)) 


ALTERNATIVE SCHOOLS 





The K through 6 Alternative School, housed at East Elementary 
on the second floor, occupies five classrooms, with the Library 
occupying the sixth. Enrollment has remained fairly constant. The 
staff consists of five, of which one member is new this year. (A 
teacher left the area for another teaching position, thus necessi- 
tating this new staff member.) The Advisory Board reported twice 
in 1974, once in January and again in late Spring. The programs 
offered are varied and agreed upon by the teachers, the students 
and the Advisory Board. 


The High School Alternative School has three teachers, of 
whom two are new this year. This represents a reduction of one 
from 1973-74, due to the reduction in enrollment at the ninth 
grade level. This School utilizes many outside resources in theif 
course offerings, and the students also avail themselves of many 
courses offered in the regular high school. The Alternative stu-— 
dents are located in one section of the building so there is no 
interference with the regular school operation. 


With the acquisition of the Sacred Heart Property, the Mid- 
dle School/Secondary School Building Committee is investigating 
the possibility of both Alternative Schools locating there. 


AFTERWORD 


A report of this nature cannot depict completely all of the 
activities occurring in a school system the size of Sharon's. It" 
has not been the intent to overlook or slight any programs or ac~" 
tivities which did occur in 1974. 


All interested citizens are invited to attend meetings held 
Wednesday evenings at the Administration Building.
